TOKYO (AP) — Wast Carm an 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer to­ 
day challenged the Soviet Onion 
to either accept the United Sta’es

Adenauer told newsmen he and

G erm any’* 
rearm am ent 
when 
asked by a newsman to Justify 
it. 
"Believe me, you can only a r­ 
rive at disarm am ent through a r­ 
n em en t. because if one aide is 
weak the other side will not dis 
arm ,’’ he said.

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Doctor Falls Victim To 
His Radiation Experiment 


CHICAGO *AP) — Dr Emil H. 
Grub be. pioneer in the field of 
-X-ray and radiation treatment, 
died today a victim of his own 
scientific experiments. 
The 3>year-old physician suc­ 
cumbed at Swedish Covenant Hos­ 
pital. 
Burned by X-rays in the fall of 
1895. Dr. Grubbe was the earliest 
known victim of man-made radia­ 
tion. He later said that his radi­ 
ation burns, which crippled and 
disfigured him. provided the idea 
of using radiation for therapeutic 
purposes, 
In 1896 Dr. Grubbe. as a 20- 
year-old physicist, used a beam 
of X-rays to treat a woman cancer 
patient. Late in life, he generally 
was credited as the father of X- 
ray treatment. 
Death came to him after years 
of painful treatment of cancer 
brought on by constant exposure 
to X rays. He underwent 93 oper­ 
ations and lost most of both hands 
and several sections of his face. 
Despite his affliction, he con­ 
tinued .n his work and outlived 
all but one of the doctors who 
treated him. 
Last February, the American 
Cancer Society bestowed its na­ 
tional citation for distinguished 
service upon him. 
Last year, Dr. Grubbe turned 
over most of his assets to the 
University of Chicago Cancer Re­ 
search Foundation. The value of 
his gift was appraised at $157,- 
992 23.
